Our troops have oc¬ 
cupied Luxembourg and perhaps are 
already on Belgian polk Gentlemen, 
this Is contrary to the dictates of 
International Law * • • Anybody 
who is threatened, as we are threat¬ 
ened, and is fighting for his highest 
possessions, can have only one 
thought—how he is to hack his way 
through.” 

"If I am asked what w<Are fight¬ 
ing for,” said the prime minister In 
the bouse of commons (August 6), “I 
can reply in two sentences. In the 
first place, to fulfil a solemn inter¬ 
national obligation—an obligation 
which, If It had been entered Into be¬ 
tween private persons In the ordinary 
concerns of life, would have been re¬ 
garded as an obligation not only of 
law, but of bonor, which no self-re¬ 
specting man could possibly have re¬ 
pudiated. I say, secondly, we are 
fighting to vindicate the principle 
which, in these days when material 
force sometimes seems to be the dom¬ 
inant influence and factor in the de¬ 
velopment of mankind, that small na¬ 
tionalities are not to be crushed, in 
defiance of international good faith, 
1-y the arbitrary will of a strong and 
overmastering power. I do tot be¬ 
lieve any nation ever entered into a , 
great controversy—and this Is one 1 
of the greatest history will ever know 
—with a clearer conscience and I 
stronger conviction that It Is fighting, 1 
not for aggression, not for the main- j 
tenance even of Its own selfish inter¬ 
est, but in defiance of principles the 
maintenance of which is vital to the 
civilization of the world, and with the i 
the full conviction, not only .f the 
wisdom and justice, but of the obliga¬ 
tions which lay upen us to c allenge 
this great Issue.”- 

“I ask the house,” said Sir Edward

Regarding Trade With the Enemy 

Some doubts have arisen as to the 
meaning and application of the pro¬ 
clamation against trading with the 
enemy, the British government has 
authorised the following' explanation 
to be< published: 

1. For the purpose of deciding 
what transactions with foreign trad¬ 
ers are permitted the Important thing 1 
is to consider where the foreign trade 
resides and carries on business, and 
not the nationality of the foreign 
trader. 

2. Consequently there Is as a rule 
no objection to British firms trading 
with German or Austrian firms estab-| 
llshed In neutral or British territory. 
What Is prohibited Is trade with any 
firms established In hostile territory. 

3. If a firm with headquarters In 
hostile territory has a-branch In neu¬ 
tral dr British territory, trade with 
the branch is—apart from prohibitions 
in special cases—permissable as long 
as the trade is bona fide with the 
branch and no transaction with the 
head office is Involved. 

4. Commercial contracts entered In¬ 
to before war broke out with firms 
established In bostllo territory cannot 
be performed during the war, and pay¬ 
ments under them ought not to bi 
made to such firms during the war. 
Where, however, nothing remains to 
be done save to pay for goods already 
delivered or for services already ren¬ 
dered there is no objection to making 
the payment Whether contracts en¬ 
tered into before the war are sus¬ 
pended or terminated Is a question of 
law which may depend upon circum¬ 
stances, and in cases of doubt, British 
firms must consult their own legal 
advisers. 

Thjs explanation is issued In order 
to promote confidence and certainty 
in British commercial transactions, 
but it must be understood that .n 
case of need the government will 
still be free to Impose stricter regu¬ 
lations or special prohibitions in the 
national interest. 


New Infantry Training 

In military circles the conviction 
prevails that the new Infantry train¬ 
ing now being usee In England for 
the second army and said to be in 
force among the British troops on the 
continent of Europe also, la to be com¬ 
menced In Canada this winter. It em¬ 
bodies a number of changes, the prin¬ 
cipal of which la the doubling of the 
strength of the companies and turn¬ 
ing the company drill Into a miniature 
of what is now battalion drill. 

A company of the Canadian militia, 
on peace footing, consist of about S3 
men, and 125 at war strength. The 
new regulations Increase this to 260, 
new company of 250 to be divided Into 
4 platoons of 60 men each, these be¬ 
ing commanded by captains with the 
usual complement of subalterns. The 
companies of 250 will be commanded 
by majors.

the Aides iu ihis respect is us well 
planned and scit nt.fic as is possible 

Sinoe the South Afr.cau war, 
where we are told, twenty times 
as many hospital patients wire 
treated for two diseases alone, 
euteric fever aud dysentery, as for 
wounds, injuries aud accidents 
oombiued, the hygieugio requite 
ments of the foices have been well 
provided for. Nursing is also oar 
ried out along scientific basis in 
healthy hospitals, under medical 
auperviaion, and ia carried out 
largely by ladies Highly trained 
iu the duties of their profession 
aaais ed by qualifitd orderlies be- 
longiug to the Rojal Army Medi¬ 
cal Corps. 

But notwithstanding these vast¬ 
ly improved equipments, great 
care has to be exetcised among the 
soldiers themselves, to see that 
they are kept free from oontset 
with any contamination, and iD 
ordtr to realise the necessity of 
this the soldier has been trained 
to nse a discretion that former 
members of his profession were 
totally unaware of. 

The carelessness of one man 
may start an epidemio among the 
raaks which oouid prove far more 
deadly than the enemy.. 

Again, infection may be brought 
iu by prisoners, which is carried 
by tbem to the lines aud countries 
of those who have captured them. 
After the Franco-Prusaian war 
smal pox rn epidemio invaded 
even neutral countries.

For the mere cost of the prophy- 
Itclio, Dr. Carson will giva injec¬ 
tions to anyone residing in the 
town. 

That this suggestion ought to 
m^ei with the response of everyone 
in town is evident when it is con¬ 
sidered that this disease has been 
rampant, particularly in certain 
pkrts of the country districts from 
where it might very easily spread 
to town There was one case of 
death from this cause last week, 
and the general public, iu the in¬ 
terest of their own and the publio’s 
health, ought to take whatever 
precautionary methods are at their 
disposal. 

Typhoid is a preventable disease 
and the number of cases during the 
past few months are eloquent of 
either carelessness or ignorance on 
the part of many of the 00 m mu. 
nity. They themselves may not. 
be altogether responsible for this 
state of affaire, which is decidedly 
deplorable, kut the blame for the 
thiug anrelymSts>agmawhere, and 
it is to be boprifrlmt the local 
health officer, together Jvitb wbat 
help he can secure froar tbe prov¬ 
incial health department, will take 
steps to remedy this condition by 
distributing the necessary litera¬ 
ture and advice throughout the 
country.

THE CASE OF PRINZEP 

AN Wednesday last tbe Bssass-j 
^ in of tbe Archduke Frauois 
Ferdinand Gairio Priuzt-p, was 
seoteuoed to impnsoumeut fur 
twenty years, aud thirteen others 
were sentenced either to imprison¬ 
ment or death. 

In ordinary times such a politi¬ 
cal trail would have attracted 
world wide atten'ion instead of 
the ‘four inoh single’ notice which 
most of the papers accorded it. 

The history of the Austro Ser 
vian dispute is sufficient material 
for volumes and cannot be 
app oached in the ordinary aitiole, 
but tbe killing of the Archduke, 
the one strong man in the Dual 
province who would probably have 
been able to arrange semethiug 
more adequate to tbe needs of the 
State than the present system of 
government, gave Austria tbe one 
chance for which she has been 
longing for years. By Austria is 
meant the military party among 
whom Count Tisza, the Hun¬ 
garian Premier,'and the noted 
duellist, Konrad von Heotzendorf, 
the chief of the general staff, were 
conspicuous. They were for coer¬ 
cion, and believed in a dramatic 
and decisive attack upon Servia 
before she had time to reoover 
fronrher previous war. 

This party, of course, were not 
alone in the field, for they had 
opponents io another party whioh 
may be alluded to as the ‘Great 
Austrian’ party, who believed in 
conciliation of tbe Slav race, and 
that the separate races forming 
part of the Monarchy should be 
given liberties that would grad¬ 
ually lead them to exeroise their 
proportionate it flueuce. 

The assassination of the Arok- 
duke ended in an instant the woTk 
of conciliation that has been going 
on for years, and at once placed 
the power into the hands of tbe 
party who wore for military coer¬ 
cion. They did not hesitate, and 
preparations for war were at once 
set on foot, to be followed, as soon 
as they were complete, by the 
famous ultimatum of the 23rd. of 
July. 

Thus, in brief outline, com¬ 
menced the conflagration that ia 
at present raging throughout the 
length and breadth of Europe. 
Austria seized upon the murder of 
the Archduke as the pretext 
whereby she could crush Servia 
and rednoe her to a position in 
which she would be entirely de¬ 
pendent upon her greater neigh¬ 
bour for years to come At the 
time she bad little if any idea that 
the move would lead the whole 
oontinent to war. She had tbe 
backing of Germany who had 
said that her ally was to have “a

foot of spare land for. the planting 
of gardens for next year, to supply, 
as far as possible, their own garden 
produce. In this way they can 
assist in relieving any shortage 
which may develop on account of 
war conditions. 

This suggestion is of equal im¬ 
portance to Canadians. Attached 
to nearly every home are pieces of 
ground which at present are mere¬ 
ly waste land. With little effort 
these may be converted into pro¬ 
ductive gardens. It requires very 
little space for a garden that, with 
ordinary care, will supply an aver¬ 
age household with vegetables. 
By cultivating the available 
ground many Canadian families 
can reduce their living expenses, 
and, at the same time, secure vege¬ 
tables that are absolutely fresh. 

To obtain the best results, the 
ground should be dug up this fall 
and left loose. Sod should be 
turned under-to a depth of about 
four inches to permit of its rotting. 

If the land has been partially 
exhausted, the addition of manure 
is advisable and this should be 
well dug in. The groxqd should 
not be raked after digging, but 
any growth appearing this ahtumn 
should be cut down. Vegetable 
refuse, in the nature of vines, 
weeds or dead leaves, should be N 
burned and the ashes spread. 
This burning also helps to destroy 
weed seeds. 

Iu the spring, after the wet sea¬ 
son is past and the ground has be. 
come warm and fairly dry, the 
garden should be raked over care¬ 
fully until the soil is broken up 
fine, when it may be planted as 
desired.—Conservation.

The notorious, or famous, according 
to the point of view, French states¬ 
man Talleyrand, the friend of Napol¬ 
eon, and for a time French Ambas¬ 
sador at the English court, was 
through an accident when one year 
old; rendered a cripple for life. His 
cunning, cleverness, political penetra¬ 
tion, adroit intrigues, and Ingenious 
subterfuges were vehemently opposed 
by the emperor’s wife Josephine, who 
energetically denounced Ulm as a 
"cursed cripple]”

horse when acting as quartermaster 
of the Edinburgh Light Cavalry. 

Mrs. Browning, the distinguished 
English poetess, was of a delicate 
c<. stituMon, and never enjoyed ro¬ 
bust health. Her sufferings were due 
to an accident which happened in her 
sixteenth year. She was one day try- 
lg to saddle her pony in a field when 
she fell with the saddle upon her, in¬ 
curring an injury to the spine. The 
after affects were so serious that for 
years she had to recline on her back.

Don’t Kill the Birds 

‘‘A bird in the farmer's field is 
worth three in the hands of a hunt¬ 
er,’'"is the new adage of The Liber¬ 
ty Bell Bird Club of the Farm Journal, 
which is trying to educate the farm¬ 
ers and fruit growers of the country to 
protect the song and insectivorous 
birds now on their places and induce 
others to come and stay. 

‘‘Don’t kill the hungry bird in your 
field and orchard until you know whalf 
it is after,” the club warns the farmer 
and insists: “Birds must be studied 
so that agriculturists may know and 
protect from destruction those birds 
which are of service to them, and de¬ 
tect and drive away those which do 
damage.” 

While not advocating this method 
of bird study. The Liberty Bell Bird 
Club points to the proofs of the gov¬ 
ernment Biological Survey, which lias 
examined 50,000 birds obtained from 
scientific collectors in the.last twenty- 
live. years, to show what and bow 
many destructive Insects, birds with 
big, healthful appetites will devour in 
a short time. 

A tree swallow’s stomach was found 
to contain 40 entire chinch bugs and 
fragments of many others, besides 
many species of insects. A bank 
swallow in Texas devoured 68 cotton- 
boll weevils. Thirty-five cliff-siyal -1 
lows had taken an average of 18 noil- 
weevils each. Two stomachs of pine 
siskins from HnywardB, Cal., contain¬ 
ed 000 black olive scales and 800 
plant lice. A kilideer’s stomach 
taken in November in Texas contain¬ 
ed over 300 misquito larvae. A flick¬ 
er’s stomach he.d 28 white grub3. A 
nighthawk's stomach collected In Ken¬ 
tucky contained 34 beetles, the adult 
form of white grubs Another night 
hawk from New York had eaten 24 
clover leaf weevils and 375 ants Still 
another night hawk had eaten 340 
grasshoppers. 52 bugs. 3 beetles, 2 
wasp 3 and a spider. A boat-tailed 
graekle from Texas had eaten at one 
meal, about 100 cottonboll worms be¬ 
sides a few other Insects A ring 
necked pheasant's crop from .Wash 
ington contained* 8,000 seeds of chick- 
weed and dandelion heads; more than 
72,000 seeds have been taken in Louis¬ 
iana in February. The quail, between 
his cheery calls of “Bob-White” is 
busy consuming 135 varieties of in¬ 
sects. He will eat on an average 75.- 
000 insects and 6,000,000 weed seeds a 
year. He is the natural enemy c? the 
boll-weevil and the potato bug and 
the best friend of man, who is trying 
to destroy him in nearly every state, 
if we do not protect the quail, it will 
not be long until his cheerful whistle 
will be heard no more, and in its 
place we will have the unwelcome 
buzz of destructive insects as they 
settle on the farmer's crop to devour

Biggest Coin Ever Struck 

One of the largest coins ever 
struck, 23 & in. by 13 In., has coots 
into the possession of the America* 
Numismatic * Society. The piece is 
copper. It was coined in Sweden la 
1.659 and had an intrinsic value at 
about 25.26. As a numismatic rarity 
it is said to be worth at present at 
least >500. 

It Is a rectangular Ingot with five 
large round stamps punched In IL 
Each corner stamp carries the Swed¬ 
ish crown, with the date. Around ths 
edge is the inscription of Carolus 
Gustavus X., the reigning king. 

This coin was Btruck at Avesta, 
Sweden. When fresh from the mist 
it fell overboard In the harbor of 
Riga, Russia, from which a dredgs 
brought it up ten years ago. Coins 
of the kind were called “plate money." 
Sweden turned them out almost coo- 
tlnuously for 110 years. 

Once 116 bronze cannon were melt¬ 
ed down and turned into 86,760 cotna. 
but the main purpose in minting ths 
pieces was to find an outlet for ths 
Swedish copper mines without de¬ 
preciating the value of the metaL 


Making a Soldier 

Kitchener’s war school uses a 
twenty-six weeks’ course to prepare a 
man to be shot over. This causes 
impatience among the patriots and at 
the same time cures It. Every youhg 
man that enlisted for the Spanish war 
expected that he would be snapping rt 
the foe as fast as a steamer could 
take him to Cuba, and undoubtedly 
the same spirit prevails in England. 
But Kitchener knows the folly of send¬ 
ing untrained men into the field 
against such a machine as the Kais¬ 
er’s.

of Canada po grant a preference to 
the mother country and imposed maxi¬ 
mum duties as a penalty, thereby 
bringing into operation the Canadian 
surtax aud cutting down German trade 
by one-half, during the period of Can¬ 
adian expansion, but in 1910 Germany 
admitted defeat oy withdrawing from 
the arbitrary position she had taken 
up in 1903. During the seven years 
of economic hostilities the fact was 
demontsrated that Canadian trade 
was far more valuable to Germany 
than German trade to Canada, be¬ 
cause the former consisted of manu¬ 
factured goods and the latter was 
largely composed of foodstuffs which 
the world must have. The industrial 
development of Germany compelled 
purchase of wheat and it did not mat¬ 
ter to Canada to whom she sold it, 
for wheat, like water, finds its level.” 

The concluding article fieals more 
particularly with Canada’s opportun¬ 
ities to secure trade In South Amer¬ 
ica, which has been lost by Germany. 

It Is pointed out that after Argen¬ 
tina and Brazil, the largest purchas¬ 
ers of German goods in South America 
lias been Chile. During 1911 alone 
Chile bought from the Germans iron 
and steel goods to the value of 23,- 
513,000 marks and machinery valued 
at 10,402,000 marks.

Pound a Week For Disabled Men 

Every man permamently disabled 
in the war aud unable to follow his 
occupation ought to be paid $5 a week 
during his life, in the opinion of Geo. 
Nlcholl Barnes, the labor leade and 
member of parliament for the Black- 
friars division of Glasgow. 

Mr. Barnes advocated this in speak¬ 
ing at a mass meeting. Heretofore, he 
said, the disabled had been allowed 
to beg in the streets. Now, however, 
the government was giving serious 
considertaion to the subject of these 
unfortunate ones and a like situation 
woull not again exist. He estimated 
that the sum which the government 
would be called on to pay the depend¬ 
ants of bread-winners in the field 
would reach $25,000,000. Accordingly, 
he added, the government had not er¬ 
red on the side of generosity. 


Good Salaries In the Army and Navy 
A British “field-marshal never re¬ 
tires from the army. He may be 
placed on half pay, but is still borne 
on the active list. By the regula¬ 
tions there must not be more than 
eight field-marshals receiving pay as 
such; that is, exclusive of honorary 
field-marshals, such as foreign kings, 
emperors and princes. Of the eight 
regular field-marshals two must be 
selected from the Indian army. The 
position of field-marshal is a great 
one. The F.M. commander-in-chief in 
the Mediterranean gets $25,000 a year. 
Probably a field-marshal actively em¬ 
ployed will get at least $15,000 a year. 
This is better than the pay of an ad¬ 
miral of the fleet, who may be said 
to be a naval field-marshal, and gets 
only a little over $10,000 a year, ex¬ 
clusive of allowances.

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FIENDISH CRUELTIES PERPETRATED 
BY THE ATROCIOUS GERMANS

HARROWING TALES TOLD OF INHUMAN TORTURE 


Report of the Belgium Commission of Inquiry Gives Details of 
the 'Outrages Committed by the German Troops in 
Louvain—Unthinkable Deeds of Barbarians 


The following is a translation com¬ 
municated by the Belgian Legation ot 
the second report of the Belgian 
commission of inquiry on the violation 
•f the rights of nations and of the 
laws and customs of war: 

To M. Carton <e Wlart, Minister of 
Justice, Antwerp: 

The commission of inquiry have the 
honor to make the following report on 
acts of which the town of Louvain, the 
neighborhood and the district of 
Malines have been the scene: 

The German army entered uouvain 
•n Wednesday, August 19, after hav¬ 
ing burnt down the villages through 
which it had passed. 

As soon as they had entered the 
- town of Louvain the Germans requisi¬ 
tioned food and lodging for their 
troops. They went to all the banks 
of the town and took possession of 
(fee cash In hand. German soldiers 
burst open the doors of houses which 
had been abandoned by their inhabit¬ 
ants, pillaged them, and committed 
other excesses. 

The German authorities took as hos¬ 
tages the mayor of the city, Senator 
Van der Kelen, the vice-recto: of the 
Catholic University, and the senior 
priest of the city, besides certain mag¬ 
istrates and aldormen. All the weap¬ 
ons possessed by the inhabitants, 
even fencing swords, had already been 
given up to the municipal authorities 
and placed by them in the Church of 
Saint Pierre. 

In a neighboring village, Corbeck- 
Loo, on Wednesday, August 19, a 
young woman aged twenty-two, whose 
husband was with the army, and some 
of her relations were surprise l by a 
band of German soldiers. The persons 
who were with her were locked up -n 
a deserted house, while sho herself 
was dragged into another cottage, 
where she was raped by five soldiers 
successively. 

In the same village, on Thursday, 
August 20, German soldiers fetched 
from their house a young girl about 
sixteen' years Old and her parents. 
They conducted them to a small de¬ 
serted country house, and while some 
of them held back the father and 
mother others entered the house, and 
finding the cellar open forced the 
girl to drink. They then brought her 
on to the lawn In front of the house 
and raped her successively. Finally 
they stabbed her in the breast with 
their bayonets. When this young girl 
had been abandoned by them after 
these abominable deeds she was 
brought back to her parents’ house, 
and t|ie following day, in view of the 
extreme gravity of her condition, she 
received extreme unction from the 
parish priest and was taken to the 
hospital of Louvain, as her life -was 
despaired of. > 

On August 24 and 25 Belgian troops 
made a sortie from the entrenched 
ramp at Antwerp and attac’.ed the 
G- rman army before Maline.. 

The Germans were thrown back on 
louvain and Vilvorde. 

On entering th.j villages which had 
been occupied by the enemy the Bel¬ 
gian army found them devastated. The 
Germans, as they ertired, had ptllaged 
and burned the villages, taking with 
them the male Inhabitants, whom they 
forced to march in front of them. 

Belgian soldiers entering Hofstade 
on August 25 found the body of an old 
woman who bad been killed by bayo¬ 
net thrustp. She still held In ner 
hands the needle with which she was 
sewing when sho was killed. A wo¬ 
man and her fifteen or sixteen-year- 
oll son lay on the ground pierced by 
bayonets. A man iiad been hanged. 

At Sempst, a neighboring village, 
were found the bodies of two men, 
partly carbonised. One of them had 
his legs cut off at the knees, the 
other had the arms and legs cut off. 
A workman, whose burnt body has 
been seen by several witnesses, has 
been struck several times with bayo¬ 
nets and then, while still alive, the 
Germans had poured petroleum over 
him and thrown him into a house to 
w^ich they set fire. - A woman who 


Between Impde and Wolvertbem 
two wounded Belgian soldiers la.- near 
a house which was on fire. The Ger¬ 
mans threw these two unfortunate 
men into the flames. . 

At nightfall on August 26 the Ger¬ 
man troops, repaised by our soldiers, 
entered Lotfvain panic-struck, several 
witnesses affirm that the German gar¬ 
rison which occupied Louvain was er¬ 
roneously informed that the enemy 
were entering the town. Men of the 
garrison Immediately marched to the 
station, shooting haphazard the while, 
and there met the German troops who 
had been repulsed by the Belgians, the 
latter having Just ceased the pursuit. 

3verythlng tends to prove that the 
German regiments fired on one an¬ 
other. At once the Germans began 
bombarding the town, pretending that 
civilians had fired on the troops, a sug¬ 
gestion which ig contradicted by all 
the witnesses and could scarcely have 
been possible, because the Inhabitants 
of Louvain bad had to give up their 
arms to the municipal authorities sev¬ 
eral days before. The bombardment 
lasted till about ten o'clock at night 

The Germans then set fire to the 
town. Whenever the fire had not 
spread the German soldiers entered 
the houses and threw fire-grenades, 
with which some of them seem to be 
provided. .The, greater, part of the 
town of Louvain wak thus a prey to 
the flames, particularly the quarters of 
the upper town, comprising the mod¬ 
ern cathedral of St. Pierre, the uni¬ 
versity buildings, together with the 
university library, its manuscripts and 
collections, and the Municipal 
theatre. 


The Army of Russia 

Russia’s Supply of Mon 8imply Inex¬ 
haustible 

It is • noteworthy feet that the fut¬ 
ure existence of the Russian empire 
depends largely on the peasants. 

The Russian army is recruited 
principally from the peasant class 
and from various nomadic races in¬ 
habiting the eastern provinces. 

It is estimated that In all there are 
about 129 million peasants In the 
Russian empire, and probably no 
body of men in existence is so hardy 
as this. Their physique Is very fine 
as compared with that of other Euro¬ 
pean races. / 

They are, however, somewhat ignor¬ 
ant and superstitious, and too fre¬ 
quently the victims of terrible fam¬ 
ines. In most Russian^villages there 
are no doctors or trained nurses, and 
the death-rate Is appalling. 

When a peasant Is taken 111 only 
two remedies ape available as a rule 
—a hot bath, and the "Feldshar," who 
Is generaly an old soldier with a lit¬ 
tle Rudimentary knowledge of surg¬ 
ery picked up when on military ser¬ 
vice. He is in fact a kind of rural 
Dr. Sangrado, and If blood-letting and 
the “banja” (vapor bath) do not help 
then the patient must die—for "such 
is the will of God!" 

Some villages have the questionable 
advantage of a “znarcharka,” or wise 
woman, whp flfmly believes in herbs, 
drugs and incantations. A few of 
these women are undoubtedly very 
skilful, but the majority of them are 
gross charlatans, who kill more peo¬ 
ple than they cure. 

The ordinary peasant, the man who 
has built up the Russian empire with 
his blood and his toil is not a birr 
man; Tie is of medium stature, broad 
shoulders and sturdy, with square 
forehead, square jaw, regular Arlan 
features, and a flowing beard, unless 
he comes of Tartar or Finnish extrac¬ 
tion. 

The typical pure Russian Is a great, 
big-hearted man, unlike the Tartars, 
Finns and other Monogolians, he is 
not spiteful.

We can affirm that the 
houses in all the districts between 
Louvain and Malines, and moBt of the 
suburbs of Louvain Itself, have prac¬ 
tically been destroyed. 

On Wednesday morning, August 26, 
tho Germans brought to the station 
squares of Louvain a group of more 
than seventy-five persons, including 
several prominent citizens of the 
towr, among whom were Father Colo- 
boet and another Spanish priest, and 
also an American priest. The men 
were l-rutally separated from .their 
wives and children, and after having 
befln subjected to the most abomin¬ 
able treatment by the Germans, who 
several times threatened to shoct 
them, they were forced to march to 
the village of Camperliont in front of 
the German troops. They were shut 
up in tho village church, where they 
passed the night. 

About four o’clock the next nr.ora- 
ing a German officer told them they 
had better go to confession as they 
would be shot half an hour later. 
Shor.ly afterwards they were again 
arrested by a German brigade, which 
forced them to march befora ttwm :n 
the direction of Malines. In reply to a 
question ofone of the prisoners a 
German officer said they were going 
to give (them a taste of the Belgian 
quic’--firers before Antwerp. They 
were at last released on the Thurs¬ 
day afternoon at the gates of Malines.

Wife Was Killed Before His Eyes 

Amid the multitude of people pour¬ 
ing into the northern and eastern sta¬ 
tions of Paris was t highly intelligent 
Belgian, Mr. Brugmann, of Estinnes, 
who has been in the heart of the 
fighting zone on the frontier. His 
little child was with him. 

“German horsemen,” he said, “walk¬ 
ed into my house without knocking, 
and one of them, an officer, demanded 
food. My wife began to cook some 
food for tjiem. While it was cooking, 
our litfle~£hild, who Is only seven 
months old. started crying. My wife 
then commenced feeding the child 
from the breast. 

“This seems to aggravate the of¬ 
ficer, for he got up from his chair In 
a temper, and knocked both my wife 
and the child to the floor, and went to 
see' about the cooking of the meat 
himself. 

’’I was mad with fury, and started 
to get at him, when the other men 
stopped me, and, after knocking me 
senseless, threw me into the garden, 
where 1 lay.

The true boundary ot Germany on | 
the west Is the Rhine, that mighty 
river which has been crosaed often-: 
er by armies than any other river in I 
the world. 

Germany really forsook her ..nclent 
frontier when she annexed Alsace and ' 
Lorraine In 1871. 

The liver of romance and beauty Is 
the natural frontier of that empire,' 
and If no foe may cross it the Father-! 
land Is really safe. , 

Th* sea takes the first place in' 
the category of natural boundaries, 1 
a big mountain range comes second, * 
and a big river third. 

An object lesson in the value of 
all three Is presented by India. Why; 
is India the jewel ot ABia? Because 
it Is contained in a casket, the base 
of which is the ocean, the lid of 
which is the biggest range In the! 
world, and the key of which is the 
River Indus. 

At the present time Italy, the for-i 
mer ally of Ger nany and Austria, is 
no doubt greatly influenced In matn-j 
talning her neutrality In the big war 
by the fact that the Alps: that mighty 
mountain barrier built by nature,i 
make Northern Italy almost impreg 
nable. 

Italy is a peninsula, and as long us 
she keeps out of the conflict her 
coasts are as safe as if protected by ; 
the British and French fleets. 

Nevertheless, even a mighty rock - 
bastion like the Alps is not such a i 
good natural boundary as the sea. 

Almost all the countries which have ] 
good natural frontiers have at one! 
time or another been foremost among ' 
the world’s powers. 

Although today Spain has fallen 
from her high estate, yet it may still j 
be taken as a truism that there ia' 
not another country on the Ccntin-1 
ent—except, perhaps, ltaly^-wl !ch is ; 
rilore naturally adapted for attack or 
defence. 

Japan has a great advantage in 
being surrounded by sea. 

As a rule frontiers are heavily for-, 
tilled, as we have seen recently 3 
Europe, but a mcLt remarkable ex- j 
ception is the frontjer between Gan-; 
ada and the United States, • /here 
over a stretch of country nearly four , 
thousand miles in length not a single ’ 
fort is to be found and not a single 
gun is mounted.

Jewish Soldiers Rewarded 

Up to tile present war, no Jew has 
been allowed to be a military or navz.i 
officer In the Russian service. 

But the gallantry of the Jews serv¬ 
ing in the rank and file of the army 
has now been rewarded, and in futur# 
members qf the Hebrew community 
will be admitted to the highest ranks. 
Already, many commisions have 
been granted to Jews lighting arain u 
the Germans, and ore long they will 
be accorded full rights cf Russian 
citizenship.' 

-—There are several hundreds of 
thousands of Jews in the armies now 
at war, Russian having 250,000 in its 
service; Austria, 52,000; France, 10,- 
000; Germany, 6,150; Servia, 700; Bel¬ 
gium, 1,000. Tlpe British army lias 
many enrolled in its ranks. 

The highest ranking officer among 
the Jews is General Ottolighi of the 
Italian army, who has held the port- 
oflio of mnister of war. France alone 
has ten Jewish general officers. 

The immediate result of the war of 
the allies and Turkey was that Ser¬ 
via, which had a Jewish population 
numbering 7,000, received nn increase 
of 10,000 Jews, wVo had previously 
been Turkish subjects. 

Prior to the var the Servian Jews 
formed an insignificant minority. Of 
these Jews 5.600 were residents of 
Belgrade, and were in the main pros¬ 
perous. The 10,000 Jews who then 
came under Servian rule are mostly 
residents of Monastir, Uskub and It- 
cliip. ’ i 

Several hundred Servian Jews serv¬ 
ed with the colors, the percentage of! 
ten, being the same as that contribut-j 
ed by the Jews to the Bulgarian j 
forces. If the new Servian Jews con-] 
tribute a similar qnota, there will be j 
1,700 Jews in the army. This number 
may be doubled. 

The 0,500 Jews in” Greece proper, 
have become well over 85.000 by the 
acquisition of Janina. Serres. Kavata, 
Kalaferia and Salonica, which alons 
lias 70,000 Jews, the majority belong - 1 
ing to the working classes. 

Austria has one of the most con-, 
siderable and oldest Jewish popula¬ 
tions In the world, and one with quite 
a military history. According to tra - 1 
dition, the Jewish settlement in 
Prague dates hack to the fall of the 
first temple, and the Alt-Neue Syna¬ 
gogue i 3 the oldest in Europe.

Close Drink Shops in Russia Guarding the North Atlantic 


!n the Face of a National Crisis the 
Russians Keep Sober 

After the war had been in progress 
about three weeks the Petrograd cor¬ 
respondent of the London Morning 
Post wrote as follows about the wave 
of sobriety which marked the opening 
of war in Russia: 

“The term during which all the 
drink shops of every class in Russia 
were closed under mobilization orders 
expires a week today. The extraord¬ 
inary sobriety witnessed throughout 
the period inspires reformers with 
the hopes that the people may be 
brought to realize its advantages. It 
must be understood that this sobriety 
is ) 3 ss due to the mere closing of the 
drink shops, which lias always been 
done before without materially affect¬ 
ing drunkenness, than to the sudden 
consciousness of the people them¬ 
selves that in the face of a great na¬ 
tion- I crisis the sacrifice is just and 
right. Upon this consciousness the 
refo mers build,, and tho government 
proposes to extend the absolute pro¬ 
hibition of the sale of alcohol for an¬ 
other month.

There are nine British warships pal- 
roiling this North Atlantic lane, and 
they are working In a method very 
similar to that of sentries nt an army 
post. These nine warships are the 
battleship Glorj and the cruisers 
Good Hope, Drake, Blake, Essex, Suf¬ 
folk, Lancaster, Bristol and Berwick. 
Each one of these vessels has a -ec- 
tlon to patrol, and between Halifax 
rnd the Irish coast each has about 
300 miles to protect. They are in 
touch with one ant tiler all the time, 
and the vessels of commerce that ar* 
crossing the ocean are in touch with 
these warships one after the other. 
The captains of the commercial ves¬ 
sels take instructions from the war¬ 
ships where they are to go. 

“It- Is an uncanny way of travel," 
said one skipper who had made the 
trip across the ocean recently. “Wa 
go on day and night and are constant¬ 
ly in touch with one or another war¬ 
ship and—yet we seldom see one qf 
them. They keep out of zight, but 
they are telling us just on what 1 in a 
to steam, whore we will meet soma 
other vessel qnd what we ars to do"

STAMPEDE 


Recent investigations by the) 
C nservgtion Commission reveal • 
some wry interesting facts regard t 
iug tlie« tf>cc of cire, or neglect, 
as the case may be. npon the life] 
of machinery- os .the farm. Be- | 
tween 90 ami 95 farms, divided 
into th e ■ districts, were visit' d in 
endi of tlie provinces of Manitoba. [ 
Saskatohewa i and Aiberia 

In Siskalchewan. out of 91, 
farin' rs visited by the c mioi s I 
sion’s representative, 76 leave all| 
of tin ir imph merits out of doors. 
On <3 ofwtlie firms, tin re were no 
implement sleds of any de*crip 
lion. On 21 of the farms, sheds 
'urge enough to cover a part of the 
iuiplemeuts W'-re f 'Uiid, in most | 
cases tins being nnlv n bugg.v or a 
d'-moerut, but not on one single 
farm was the machinery all 
ho u sed. Not one farmer was 
found who p-rin'el his implemi nts 
to protect them from the w< a her. 

Iu Manitoba only 14 out of 94 
keep their maebiuery under cover 
during winter, while 44 claim to 
keep a pirt of it inside. On 34 of 
tlie Manitoba firms no provision 
whatever is* made for protecting 
implements, and only four eliim 
to have d ne any painting. 

In three districts visit* d in Al¬ 
berta, mixed fainting is oariied au 
quite exteusively, making more 
barn room available, so that im¬ 
plements are more likely to be 
protected, but even-here, 37 out of 
92 visited leave all machinery out 
of doors. 

Iu one district in Ontario where 
4D farmers were visaed, every man 
honstd his implements during 
winter, although none of these 
men do any painting. 

In the Ontario district visited 
where the implements are housed, 
the average life of the binder was 
found to be between 16 and 17 
years. Mauy binders were seen 
which were in good running order 
after cutting 20 si asons' orops 

Iu Saobatohewan and Manitoba, 
where so much of the machinery 
is left out of doors, the average 
life of the binder is given by the 
farmers as about 7 years, which is 
Jess than half than the binder pro 
tected from tbe- weather. Many 
binders do not last as long as 
seven years Oue farmer uear 
Moosomin, Sasfe., who, after 12 
years, was retiring from the farm, 
held an auction sale. Bis binder 
after 12 crops sold for $80, or 50% 
of the original costrand his other 
machinery at proportionately high 
prices It had all been well 
housed and the necessary painting 
and repiiriug had been done to 
keep it in good order. On a 
neighbouring farm a binder which 
had cut only three crops, but 
which had been negleoted and had 
stood, out of doors, was being 
relegated to the Bcrap heap and a 
new one was being purchased. 

An implement shed costs money, 
but if its use will double or treble 
the length of time the maohiuery 
will last, it is a good investment. 
Farmers often say that they can 
not afford to build a shed The 
truth is, they really caonot afford 
to be without ote. Apart from 
the additional power neoessary 
for operation, the depreciation 
on unhoused machinery o n t h e 
average sized farm is so great 
as to amount to much more than 
the cost and upkeep of an im¬ 
plement shed. The binder works 
for only a abort time during tbe 
year, while maebiuery in a shop 
works the whole year thr. ugh and 
as's proportionately many times 
longer It is simply a matter of 
care. The life of a machine ex¬ 
tends in direct ratio to the care it 
receives, and abuse and negleot 
will shorten tbe life of any 
meebaoism. Tbe manufacturer is 
not responsible for the care of the 
machinery after it is sold. This 
rests entirely with the farmer, and 
as a common-sense business pro¬ 
position he Bhould look after bis 
own interests sufficiently to house 
his implements and thus save the 
thousands of dollars wasted an¬ 
nually in unnecessary depreciation.

062. 

Expenditures — Public debts, 
$725,000. Civic Government,

able capital, $1,385,000. Edu¬ 
cation chargeable income, $814,- 
370. Education chargeable capi¬ 
tal $75,OCO.

Another rebellion baa broken 
out in Sooth Africa. General 
Christian de Wet and General 
Christian Frederick Beyers have 
taken the lead of the rebels in the 
Orange Free State and western 
Transvaal. 

Having pnt down the rebellion 
iu tbe northern province of Cape 
Colony led by Lient.-Gol. Maritz, 
the government of the Union of 
South Africa ia now faced by the 
more serious risings under Generals 
De Wet and Beyers, - the latter of 
whom resigned the command of 
the Union forces when Premier 
Botha deoided to lake op arms 
against Germany. 

According to an official report 
received October 28th armed re¬ 
bellious commandoes are already 
in existence; tbe town of Hielbron, 
in the northern part of the Orange 
River colony, has been seized and 
tbe government officials have been 
taken prisoners, while a train has 
been stopped and armed citizens 
of the defence foroe have been 
taken front it and disarmed. 

Tbe Union government has is¬ 
sued a proclamation to the people 
announcing these events and ex¬ 
plaining that, although it was 
aware of these rebellious prepara¬ 
tions, it had been taking ateps to 
preserve peace without bloodshed. 

The bitizens are oalled on to be 
on the alert and give the govern¬ 
ment information and assistance 
and those who have been guilty of 
disobedience under the "defence 
aot” are advised that no action will 
be taken against them if they re¬ 
main quietly at home. 

General de Wet is the cavaliy 
leader who gave the British so 
mnoh trouble in the South African 
war. It was announced that he 
had offered his services to England.

moving a boundary twenly, or two 
thousand, miles in any direction. 
The people, not the boundary, 
are the essential faotnr, after all, 
and whenever® the boundary be 
placed, if they are on the wrong 
side, tbe work is badly done; it is 
inviting further mischief. 

It is evident then, that the 
question of state, or a provincial 
boundary, will have to be con¬ 
sidered from another standpoint, 
one entirely overlooked in the 
past as far as acting upon was 
concerned. But it is no new 
standpoint, for after the Franoo- 
Prnssian war Gladstone declared 
that he would prefer to see the 
question of the two provinces set¬ 
tled along national lines. He 
would have had the opinion of the 
people concerned as to whether 
they would favour the territorial 
transfer. As to how far he was 
right is apparent today, and it re¬ 
mains for the woild to deoide 
whether boundaries shall be na¬ 
tional or not. The great lessons 
of the past can be read; let ns 
hope that they will be read aright. 
A new Enrope is to emerge from 
the present conflict, the question 
to be decided is to whether it is to 
be a just and fair Europe. 

It is impossible to esoape tbe 
fact that there will be indemnities; 
that is a forgone oonolnsion if 
only in the case of Belgium, the 
country that has borne so valiant¬ 
ly the brunt of the war only to be 
saoked and burned to the ground. 
Money alone oan never replace the 
treasures that the world has lost 
forever, Germany, no less than the 
rest of Europe, or America, for 


It is safe to assert tlmt the 
questions of settlement at the con¬ 
clusion of the present war will be 
of a nature differing widely from 
previous peace settlements. The 
purely economic factor may or 
may not be smaller fhan hereto¬ 
fore, but there will be the sooial 
faotor to be taken into considera¬ 
tion to a far greater degree than 
heretofore. It will not be alto 
gether a question of settling the 
matter by means of a treaty fixing 
indemnities and boundaries, and 
leaving it at that until we are faoe 
to face with another ontbreak. 
The purely geographical and 
financial elements, and the major 
part of past treaties in so far aa 
any further good oame out of 
them, must be a secondary con¬ 
sideration this time. 

No national wrath can be 
appeased by demanding from a 
people that they pay millions of 
money and hand over a slice of 
their territory ou whioh live a 
conquered people directly a n • 
tagonistic to the aims and aspira¬ 
tions ol the oonquerors. To pro¬ 
ceed along suoh lines, at one time 
thought to be a jnst and eqnitable 
method of settlement, has from 
time to time daring recent years 
been shown to be folly. Alsaoe 
and Lorraine are orying examples 
of the effect of ruthlessly trying 
to transplant a nationality to force 
it to productivity in an alien at¬ 
mosphere . This process is an 
argument against itself. National 
sentiment oannot be altered by re-
